The Chsirman of Ways aod Means has
nsually been regarded as the leader of the
House, The real leader of the Honse, how-
ever, i the Speaker. He seleets and recog-
niges hiz own lieutenant on the floor. Car-
lisle recognized Colonel W. R. Morrison,
who was a bold, fearless and active leader.
His men were thoroughly diséiplined, and
wheeled promptly st the word.

Mills as Hw‘- Succesaor,

When Morrison went down under the
lanee of Jehu Baker, Colonel R. Q. Mills
bheeame the recognized leader on the floor,
Noman ever had more faithful retainers
They followed him with alaerity. At erit-
ieal moments, however, he was frequently
asbsent. He lacked the sturdy stamina and
untiring vigilanee of Bill Morrison, At
times he dashed upon the center of the
enemy with an intrepidity bordering on
rashness, but anon left the field to
his lientenants. These were all able
men.  Among them were Benton McMillin,
Willism M. Springer, Charles F. Crisp and
“the two Ajaxes,” better known as the
Breckenridges. The new Speaker was de-
veloped. It was the ability displayed by
three of these minor chieflaine in a two
vears' fight with the Republican Czar that
made them candidates againet Colonel Mills,
and finally led to his defeaw

Whether Mr. Springer is to be the real
leader of the House or not is vet to be de-
termined. There sre born leaders on the
floor. Circumstsnces may develop them.
Self-assertion never will do s0. The
Speaker's eye in all cases is a necessary
prerequisite.

Mlils in His New Position.

The Committee on Inter-State and For-
eign Commerce is the new namg of the
Committee on Commeree.  This is the com-
mittee to which Roger Q. Mills has been
assigned as Chairman. In the Fiftieth Con-
gress Austin L. Clandy, of Missouri, was
its Chairman, and in the Fifty-first Con-
gress Charles S Baker, of Rochester, had
that honor, Tt i= a eommittee thas com-
mands the st‘ention of the House as fre-
quently as » v other committes om the list.
Fvery rilllroad bridee bill, lighthouse bill
and seores of measares for the extension
and safety of onr commerce exude from this
committee. At times nights are set apart
for the econsideration of its recommenda-
tions,

Colonel Mills may see fit to refuse the
chairmanship, but it is an honor that has
been eagerly sought by prominent men of
the House in bygone vears. Tis present
chairman is in social life one of the most
lovable of men. His verr faults seem to
endear him to friends.  Sunny or gloomy,
his face is an index to his disposition. A
more cheery man never hreathed, nor one
more suseeptible to the whims of impulse.

Time to Assuage Mills’ Grief.

Mr. Mills’ dominant intellectuality hasa
wonderful attraction, and so did that of
Horace Greeley; vet the nervousness and
petulance of the latter could never be re-
strained, Under bitter disappointment he
ut times pouted and complained like a child.
Whether in this he was a parallel or a con-
trast to Colonel Mills' matters not. The
ficht is fought, and time will sooner or
later nsennge the grief of the vanquished.

Afr. Orisp was a candidute for Speaker
from the honr that Mr. Carlisle hecame a
United Statez Senator. Hie friends put
him to the front. Calonel Mills was not a
candidate until months after Congress had
adjourned. He had evidently set his mind
upon the seat of Senntor Reagan. A eeat
nt the side of his friend Carlisle was what
he desired. (Governor Hoge saw fit to
pominate Mr, Chilton for United States
Seantor, and the Colonel turned his eyes
upon the Speakership. It was too late
Many of his friends had already announced
their preferences. In  vain he trimmed his
sails 10 the gales from Massachuszetts. Al-
thongh sirong, they were not strong enongh
to" Lear his craft into the desired haven.
The wind died down within sight of land,
and he was left adrift in the shore eur-
rents. His own hand alone can turn his
vessel npon the shoals.

MORE TALK ABOUT WAR.

A NEW YORK PAPER'S FRESH BATCH
OF BELLIGERENT NEWB.

Five Prominent Naval Officers Sent to San
Francisco Under Sealed Ordérs—Nego-
tintions for Help From Peru Against
Chlle—A Mot Message Prophesied.

NEW Yorg, Deec. 26. — [Special] — A
specinl to the Press from Washington is as
follows: The fact just leaked ont that
Thursday five prominent officers of the
navy whose names could not be ascertained
to-day were insiructed to proceed immedi-
ately to San Faancisco under sealed
orders The Navy Department. has com-
pleted & list of the vessels owned
in the United States and now on the Pacific
coast which can be used ss transports for
troops in the event of necessity arising for
the immedinte transfer of United States
soldiers to Chile. Tt is nnderstood that the
mission of the «fieers above mentioned is to
oomplete arranzements for chartering what
vessels may be needed in San Francisco.

There is a well'detined ronmor to-night to
the effect that negotiations with Pera
through Minister Hicks, have been carried
on by the United States for some time past,
which have resulted in insuring the
aid of Chile’'s old-time enemy in
the event of hostilities between this
count and Chile, It is suop
that Tn the event of open hostilities
Peruvian will be at the disposal of
the United States not only as coaling sta-
tions, but as of disembarkation for
United States troops who could be promptly
sent across the border from Peruvian terri-
tory. Inreturn the United States will
likely to aid the Pernvian Government in
recoverimg the provinces lost by that na-
tion as a result of the war with Chile a few
years ago.

It is now certain that immediately upon

the reassembling of Congress, one week

from next Tuesday, the President will
transmit to that body all the correspondence
relating to the Chilean unpleasantness.

This correspondence will be accompanied

by a vigorous letter from the President,

asking for instrnctions, There seems to be

a general impression abroad that the Con-

gress, while not going so far as to declare

war, will adopt a resolution giving the

President power to send such ships and

troops to Chile as he may deem expedient.

An Associated Press dispatch from San
Francisco says: The eruiser San Francisco,
flagship of the Pacific synadron, with Rear
Admiral George Brown on board, put to sea
from this port this afternoon. It wasstated
thst the cruiser might put into the bay for
gun practice, but the fact that she has
an uousoally large quantity of guns and
smmunition aboard, added to the 1act that a
number of sailors and marines left here on
the Pucifie Mail Company's steamer San
Jose last Wednesday for Acapuleo where it
is understood they will be drafted into the
eruiser Charleston’s erew when she arrives
from Honolulu, leads to the belief that the
San Franciseo is on her way to join the
Charleston at Aeapulco, whenee both ves-
sels will proceed to Chile.

The Action of His Men in Atiacking Our
Troops Loses Him an Asylum,

LAageDO, TEX., Dec. 28.—Advices to-
day from the seat of trouble say more
fighting has been engaged in, with
slight losses on both sides. It was re-
ported that the revolutionists had eaptured
Camargo, and that General Sandoval
was on the march with 2,000 men to join
Garzn. There is talk that a General in the
Mexican army has declared for the revolu-
tionists and will give his soldiers the com-
mand to join the invaders.

The main body of the revolutionary party,
pursued by Lientenant Langhorne, rode
throngh without stopping to where
Garza is, near the Rondado ranch,
in Zapata county, and reporied the
occorrence 1o him  of the killing
of Edstrom. Garza is :T.m to have =aid
that their action in attacking the troops of
this Government placed s quietus on his
hores of revolution against Mexico, inas-
much as he now bad no asylum when

EXILE FOR SERGIUS,

The Czar Aromsed Against
His Own Brother, the Gov-
ernor of Moscow.

TWO0 SIDES OF THE CASE.

His People Dislike Him Because He
Stopped a Horse Race

UNTIL HE COULD WITNESS IT.

Officials Opposed to Him Because He Pre-
vented Their Thefts,

HIS WIFE YICTORIA'S GRANDDATGHTER

Loxpox, Dec. 26.—Contradictory storiés
are received here regarding the Grand Duke
Sergius, brother of the Czar, who last spring
was appointed Governor of Moscow. At the
beginning of the present month it wna said
that the Grand Duke was making himself
very unpopular by his efforts to suppress
fraudulent practices growing out of the eor-
ruption for which the Russian official world
is notorious.

One seandal in which the Grand Duke is
said to have intervened was the misappro-
priation of §12,500, which had been sent to
the Orla branch'of the Red Cross Society,
for relief purposes among the sufferers in
the famine-stricken provinces. The Czarina
is the chief patroness of this branch of the
Red Cross Society. The Grand Duke re-
cently gave from his private purse 40,000
roubles for the sufferers, but the fact that he
has interfered with the stealing of the
famine money has caused him to be very un.
popular with a certain wealthy and influen-
tial class, who are doing their utmost to
secure his removal from office.

Charges Brpught Agsinst Him,

He is charged by this clase with taking
advantage of the authority conferred upon
him by the Czar, and with playing the part
of a tyrant. They say that his peremptory
behavior is an insult to them, and so det
mined are they to have his power abridg
that they have prepared and forwarded to
the Czar a petition praying for his removyal
from the office of Governor of Moscow,

The advices received to-day siate the Czar
suspects his brother of “nursing ambitious
designs,”’ thourch the nature of these deﬂiﬂgﬂs
in a conniry where all social and political
honors emanate from the Czar is not stated,
It is ndded that the Czar has been so im-
pressed by the arrny of evidence presented
to him against the Grand Duke that it
is his intention to send him into exile.
An illnstration of the “‘tyranny’ of
Grand Duke is given. It appears that he
gave orders recently that the horse races at
Moscow were not to commence until he
arrived, A large orowd was present at the
races and they were kept wuaiting for an
hour and & half hefors the Grand Duke ap-
peared. The crowd grew very impatient as
the delay, and when the Grand Duke ap-
peared he was vigorously hissed. This in-
cident was reporied %o the and it
eaid, in considerod to deeide the question of
the Grand Duké's dismissal from office.

Granddnughter of Qi Victoria,

The wife of the Grand Duke Sergiusisa
danghter of the Grand Duke Louis of Hesse
and n granddaughter of Qneen Vietoria
She recently abandoned the religious faith
in which she was trained and in April lost
she formally ,goined the Greek church. The
Grand Duke is recogniz8d as the head of the
old Russian orthodox part{, and all recent
advices regnrding him, with the exoception
of “to-day’s, showed he stood in high favor
with the Czar. The very fact that he was
appointed to the important office of Gov-
ernor of Moscow shows he must have en-
joved the confidence of the Czar to a high
degree.

ious belief, but that it was due to moral
suasion of a vegy brutal kind.

" BERGIUS ALREADY GONE.

Berlin Has Him Ordered Under Survelliance
to Some Post in Asia

BERLIN, Dec, 26.—A report of a start-’
ling pature is in circnlation snd obtains
credence in diplomatic cirles. It is to the
effect that Count Von BSchouvaloff, the
Russian Ambassador to Germany, is to be
transferred to Moscow as successor to the
Grand Duke Sergius, brother of the Czar,
as Governor General. The Czar has given
Grand Duke Sergius a peremptory leave of
absence for a year, and it is looked upon as
certain that the Grand Duke will not re-
turn o;o his post at the expiration of that

riod.

It is more likely that he will be sent out
of Russia or he placed vnder surveillance
at some point in Central Asin. The Grand
Duke, it is alleged, has been tampering
with the allegianes of officers high in com-
mand at Moscow, Warsaw, Wilna and other
military center . Count Von Bchouvaloff,
upon whose fidelity the Czar relies, has
been ordered to proceed to Gathina to
confer with the Czar.

A GALLANT OLD WARRIOE DEAD.

Genernl Lee, the Hero of Balls Bilufl,
Passes Away at the Age of 87

Bosroy, Dee, 28.—[Special, |—Brigadier
General William Raymond TLee, orgsnizer
and first commander of the Twentieth
Massachusetts Volunteers, and the hero of
the battle of Balls Bluff;, died to-day in
Roxbury, aged 85. He was a student at
‘West Point in the class of which Jefferson
Davis was & member. He, however, left his
military studies to become a civil engineer,
and was later superintendent of the Boston
and Providence Railrond. When the
Rebellion hroke ount his patriotism led
him to tender his services to Governor
Andrew, although he was then 54 years of
age. He raised the Twentieth Massachu-
seits Infnn:lf Volunteers, of which he was
commissioned Colonel July 1, 1861,

He was assigned to duty on the Potomae,
pear Poolsyille, and, with the larger part of
the regiment, shared in the disastrous battle
of Balls Bluff October 21, 1861, where he
was made a prisoner of war. He was, with
others, held as a hostage for three months
for the lives of Confederate privates in the
hands of the National Government.
Upon his release he rejoined his
command before Yorktown, leading it gal-
lnatly at the battle of Fair Oaks. At the
battle of (Hlendale he was in command of
three regiments of his brigade, and while
holding an advanced position he received
injuries by having a horse fall upon him.
He was soon again in the field, however, at
the head of his regiment in time for the
Antietam campaign, and commanded the
Twentieth in its unfortunate experience
nliéaerei.ng the battle of the 17th of September,

THE OUTLAWS DIED GAME AND CURSING

[RPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATON.1

SHUBUTA, Miss., Dec. 26.—Bob Sims and
his four econfederates, Tom Bavage, Con
Savage and the latter’s two grown sons,
have been lynched. :

The artillery detachment of the First
Regiment of State troops leit Mobile at
2:45 this morning and reached here at 6.
At 9:30 the soldiers were en route for
Bob Bims’ home. A very heavy rain
prevailed yesterday safternoon and part
of the night making the roads very bad
The weather turned wintry during the
night. The detachment had a 6-pounaer
field piece and every man was armed. But
they were not needed. Sheriff Gavin Christ-
mas morning sent to Bladen Springs for a
cannon. When Sims heard of this prepara-
tion to blow his stronghold to splinters, he
looked at his women folk and his heart mis-

gave him. He began a parley with the
Sheriff.
Sims Was G nteed Pr

At 2 o'clock he said he would surrender
if the posse would do him no injury and if
the posse would protect him from mob vio-
lence. A meeting of the posse was held,
which lasted more than two hours. There
was great excitement and much diversity of
opinion. At first the proposal of Sims was
flatly refused, but the fact that there were
women in the house was a strong point in
favor of mercy. The thought of shooting
with eannon into a house harboring women
was 80 repugnant that that it overcame the
almost wild longing for blood of the
avengers, so that at last the terms of Sims
were aceepted.

At 4:30 the Sims laid down their arms and
came out of the house. The posse was
astonished to see that instead of seven
despernte outlawsthere were only Bob Sims,
Thomas Savage, young Savage, the nephew
of Sims, four women—Boh's wife and three
daughters. The men were at once iraned
and placed in a wagon. women wera
placed in a second wagon wnder guard.
Con. Bavagetnd his other son were soon
captured.

They All Died Cursing.

At 5 o'clock the procession started for
Butler, the county seat of Choctaw county.
Sherifi Gavin commanded silence fearing
that should any words be said his men
might become sugry sod kil} their
ers, The road to Butler is very and
hilly and the road is bordered on either side
by a thick undergrowth from which it
would be for 8 band of determined
men to surprise and overpower the posse,

Ahont. one mile from Sims* house a body
of men from 100 to 200 strong took them
from the guards and hanged them all to one
tree. When Sims was placed in the bu
for the fatal ride he refused to be blizuﬂ
folded. He held ont his hand and asked his
captors to feel his pulse to see if he was
frightened, and raid he wasgoing to heaven.
Young Savage said: “If you think enough
of me to bury me,ﬂpnl me by the side of

Bims. We are fighting for the same
cause."

T died cursing. The women were
turned loose.

How Bims Gained Notorlety.

Bob Bims gﬂt gained notoriety three
years ago e organization of a religious
snciety, “:’!' members of which were gfm
as “Simites.”” He owneda small tarm in
Choctaw county, operated g moonshine dis-
tillery, assisted by his eons and daughters,
and on Bundays preached to his neighbors
the peculiar doectrines of his so-called re-
ligion. He insisted that every man should
be governed by his own sense of n‘ﬁht and
wrong, without regard to law. e held
that every man had a perfect right to do
just as ne pleased.

That part of the State finally became
so overrun with illieit stills and the moon-
shiners became so bold in their work that
the UTnited States revenue officers decided
to break up the busines. They made fre-

uent raids, but with rauccesss, Several
ag!lts occurred, in which the officers were
wnntded. Sims pnblilt:lyhmnngnced that he
would not recognize the law which proposed
to tax the liguor he manufactured. He
claimed the Government had no right to en-
act or enforee any such law.

Great Gall of the Outlaw,

He cut out apath leading from the road
to hisstill and on trees along the path he
put up large signboards reading: ‘‘This
signboard leads to the still of Bobh Bimsa
Revenue officers are invited to call.”

DIPHTHERIA'S DIRE HAVOC.

One Littlg One Passed Away During
the Funeral of Two Others.

CONSULTING PHYSICIANS PUZZLED.

Two Enflerers Released While the Dectors
Talked to Their Parents.

ALMOST A PANIC N SEVERAL SECTIONS

ISPRECIAL TELROGRAM TO THE DIRPATCR. T

JorwsTows, Dec. 26, —Dread diphtheria
has broken ouat in several piaces in this dis-
triet, and almost a panie has ensued. The
little town of Fairview, four miles from
this city, is especially afflicted. Your cor-
respondent visited that place this evening,
and foumd there a most lamentahle condi-
tion of affairs. Overs dozen cases have
been diseoverad, and the entire families of
Frank and Cooley DeGraw have been
almost wiped out of existence by the
sConrge.

Four weeks ago n sister of the DeGraws
eame from Delaware on avint. On her
way hege one of the children was taken
seriously il. The ease developed into a
malignant form of diphtheria, from which
the child died. The house wns thoroughly
renovated and disinfected, but to no awail,
and a short time ago three of the DeGraw
children were taken sick and died from the
same discase.

Another Died Daring the Funeral,

Two of the children were buried on the
same day, and snother died while tha
funerals were taking place, the agonized
parents being almost heart-broken at the
unexpected sight of the third vietim. They
sadly prepared to bury the third when two
others were taken down, both dying within
aweek. Five were now demd, and there
remained only three children in the two
families. The place was shunmed by all
but their physicians and thew ecould oniw
sit and wait. The blow soon came and yves-
terday sll three little ones ware taken down
with the same fatal svmptoms.

Dr. J. C. Wakefield, of this city, has
been their physician, and is said to fe the
best specialist in such cases in this distrier.
The peculiarly terrible symptoms, however,
purzied him® as did the resuls, the little
ones passing away unexpectedly in almost &
moment, as if stiicken down By & ballet,
In addition to the ordinary symptoms of
swollen throat, the necks and arms of the
wnfortunates wonld turn hlack, death soon
relieving the little ufferers in every ensc.
The simultaneous illness of the remaining
three children proved too mueh for tha
phﬁuiclu'o fortllu_de. um:l tosday he_r:alled
in his brother physicians in-cnnsultation.

A Comsultation With No Hopo.

He, with Dr. Tomb, of \%gh, end ro-
¢ other physiciad, made a thorough examico.
tion of the three patients. Fach one
showed the deadiy marks of malignant eon-
tagion before spoken of—the blackaned
necks and arms.  After closely examining
intn every pbase of the cases, irying every
known remedy and plan suggested to easo
the little ones, the consulting physicians
withdrew, leaving Dr. Wakefield alone to
tell the prosi parents of the facta, The

ents in both stricken families wera
ealled t her, and as best he counld the
kindly physician told them all arts had
failed and all known remedies proven fruit-
Jess—their three and only children muse
die.

Even as the doctor desirayed the Inst
hape in the parents’ mind, one little sufferer
Imtrpmel to the beyond. Mra Cooley
DeGraw, whose fifth child was then strug-
gling in agony, implored all pressnt not to
give up, saying she helieved at least one
would be left her, but nasshe spoke the
brave words the nurse opened an adjoining
bedroom door to whisper that even then his
little spirit bad left his pain-torn body, and
the mother of five bright little ones hut one
month asgo is now childless and almoss
insane.

The Flghth Child Is Dying.

To.night the one remaining child of the
aight, that of Frank DeGraw, is orted
sinking and dying, and probably before
morning the two stricken jl:ouseholrlu will
be alone in their sorrow. The neighbors
have tried in every way to soothe the pain
by unremitting kindness, but owing to the
drendful character of the disease littie could
be done, the families being practieally iso-
lated from all but the attending physicians,

(ther cases of the dizease are reported
from the vicinity, but not of so virulent a
character, and all eflorts are being made to
prevent its spread.  As the desths oceurred
ane by one, the little ones werk buried im-
mediately and quietly, none but the stricken
parents following the bodies to their Inst
resting place, Among the residents of the
place, and all through that district, the

test alarm is felt.  Physicians =ay the
weather for the past few weeks has been
peculiarly favormble to the spread of the
disease, and too much enre cannot he taken
to prevent eontagion. Near Blairsville a
couple of isolated deaths have oceu
but in no place has the discase nssu
such a fearful and deadly form as with the
families of the ill-fated DeGraws.
